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THE RAILWAY QUESTION AGAIN. 

The railway question is generally 
admitted to be the great public ques- 
tion in the Territories—that is the 
question of reduced railway rates. 
This is the Buxrrriy’s apology for 
alluding again te the Regina Leader 
andits position on this question. 
There is a necessary conflict of in- 
terest between the public and the 
railway companies in the matter of 
rates. In order that the fight shall 
be conducted successfully on their be- 
half it is necessary that the people 
should know who are their friends 
and who are not. 

The Leader replies ir twe and a 
half long columns to the BULLETIN’s 
statement of the Leader's position, 
and to its objection to the motives 
alleged against Messrs. Richardson 
and Oliver. 

It deals with Mr. Richardson first, | 
and neither retracts its declaration of 
unworthy motive nor produces proof 
in support of it. Indeed it is more 
offensive than before with jess justi- 
fication. It intimates that Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s expressions on public matters 
changed about the time that “one of 
the three Winnipeg newspaper proper- 
ties passed into the hands of a strong 
company of liberals.” The Leader has 
no fault to find with Mr. Richardson’s 
principles—claims to hold Hike views 
itself.

Are they in the interest of the west- 
ern farmer, or are they not? Did 
the Leader support them, or did it 
not?

But leaving aside the question of 
treaty right. If it is in the interest of 
the white and half-breed people who 
wish to hunt deer ‘to give those 
animals certain protection—and it is 
admitted that it is—is it not just as 
much in the interest of the Indians 
themselves. Under present conditions 
deer will be cleared out of this dis- 
trict very shortly. If the Indians are 
allowed to kill all they can out of 
season other people cannot be expect- 
ed to give the fullest obedience to the 
law. Each party will kill all he can 
to prevent the others from getting 
any. If the Indians were not in 
question, prevention of shooting would 
mean preservation of shooting, It is 
just the same when the Indians are in 
question. There will be no deer for 
them or any one else, unless shooting 
out of season is prevented. Protec- 
tion of the game is just as much in 
their ultimate interest as in that of 
any one else, 


A CANADIAN CONTINGENT. 

The proposa! to furnish and equip a 
Canadian contingent for service in the 
Transvaal is one that should meet 
with the approval of every one who 
understands and appreciates the value 
of the measure of liberty and civiliza- 
tion which we enjoy as citizens of the 
British empire. That liberty and 
civilization are not the result of acci- 
dent, or evolution in the sense of 
having come of themselves. They 
have come by the application of in- 
tellectual energy, and by reason of 
personal sacrifice. We areas we are, 
and enjoy what we enjoy because our 
fathers fought to bring these conditions 
about. In the world as it is—cr as it 
ever was, or ever will be—the only 
effectual guarantee of the right of a 
nation is the ability to maintain that 
right. Weakness is no protection, 
and neither is mere strength. No 
empire was ever so great that it could 
not be destroyed. This was the case 
in former ages when the world appar- 
ently held room for only one great 
empire at a time. Much more so 
in the case of Britain, which is chal- 
lenged on all sides by empires almost 
or altogether as powerful as she. 
There must te the ability and the 
will to use the strength of the empire, 
if the integrity of the empire, is to be 
maintained. 

It would be idle to deny that Can- 
ada is in a military sense the weakest 
link in the Imperial chain. This is 
not as it sheuld be. Instead of being 
a weakness to the empire, in a mili- 
tary sense, Canada should be a 
strength. In no part of the empire— 
in no part of the world—is there 
a betier military spirit in the people. 
Whatever else may have been lacking, 
men never have been in time of 
need. Not only have Canadians 
always been ready in Canada’s cause, 
but from the time of the civil war to 
the present war in the Philippines, 
Canadians have served in thousands 
in the armies of the United States. 
But war is a trade. It has to be 
learned in order that it may be 
practiced successfully. And success 
is the only purpose of war. No matter 
how enthusiastic Canadians may be, 

| they cannot reasonably expect to be 
i successful soldiers unless they have 
learned the trade. One day of war 
will teach more about soldiering than 
a life time in barracks. As a bus- 
iness proposition, in order that Cana- 
dians may acquire that knowledge of 
war, which at any time they may need 
for the defence of their own section 
of the empire—of the rights and lib- 
erties which they personally enjoy as 
citizens of the empire—the sending of 
such a contingent would be a good in- 
vestment. If Canada were known to be 
the strongest link in the chain of 
empire, instead of the weakest, it 
would be much easier for the empire 
to negotiate favorable treaties on 
Canada’s behalf. There is no reason 
why it should not be the strongest. 
There is every reason why it should 
be. Now is the time to apply a 
moderate test. 

Fortunately the issues at stake in 
the war at present in prospect are not 
sufficiently serious to cause the empire 
to need a Canadian contingent aia 
fighting force. At the same time the 
moral effcct of such a contingent 
serving in South Africa would be 
most valuable to the imperial cause. 


By showing to the world a unity of 
sentiment it would strengthen the 
empire greatly in the eyes of the 
worid ; and no one knows how much 
may be saved by a timely show of that 
force, which all will agree, could and 
would be brought to bear in the last 
resort.

The Buiterin has been permitted 
to copy the record kept by Mr. 
Stewart, engineer for the Dominion 
Bridge Oo., of the great rise of water 
in the Saskatchewan, the highest on 


record. 


At extreme low water the Sas. 
katchewan at the bridge is 6ft. Sin. 
deep in the deepest part. At its 


highest rise it was 43ft. 3in. deep, 
feet above low water mark.

On 


August 15th, before the rise took 
place, the water was 14 feet deep et 
the point above wentioned, eight feet 


above low water, a moderately high 


stage. It rose above this level 29 feet 


4 inches, from 8 p. m. on the 15th to 
7 p.m. onthe 17th. The.river is 700 
feet wide, but had flooded the low 
ground on each side as well, and the 
current was ten miles an hour. This 
will give an idea of the immense 
volume of water ccming down, and 
cause wonder as to where it could have 
come from. 

Not. the least remarkable feature 
was that after the first tremendous 
rise, which it was supposed must have 
exhausted the sources of supply, there 
followed two other rises, not so high of 
course, but quite sufficient to stop all 
prophecy as to what the river might do. 


The bridge seats are 34ft. Qin. 
above the bottom of the river. 
The record is as follows : 
Angust 13th. Commenced raining at 4p. m. 
and rained tor 24 hours. 
15th. Water in river commenced to rise at 
8.p. m.

Public notice is hereby given *hat 
under an order of the lieutenant-._v- 
ernor of the Nerthwest Territories in 
council dated the 3rd of October, 1899, 
railway traffic from the State of Mon- 
tana to the Northwest Territories via 
Coutts, for a period of one month from 
the date of the said order-in-council, 
will be permitted subject to the follow- 
ing regulations only : 

1, A medical officer appointed by 
the commissioner of agriculture will be 
stationed at Coutts. 


2. The said medical officer shall 
have all the powers of a health officer 
under the public health ordinance and 
shall examine all passengers and em- 
ployees upon the north bound trains 
nefore permitting them to enter the 
Northwest Territories. 


3. All suspicious cases occuring 
among such passengers may be detain- 
ed and quarantined by the said health 
officer who may release them at dis- 
cretion, and who may also cause to be 
fumigated all goods, clothing or per- 
sonal effects on such trains, which he 
has reason to believe have been ex. 
posed to contagion. 


4. No person shall enter the North- 
west Territories from any district in 
the State of Montana, which the said 
health officer has reacon to believe is 
infected with small pox, withuut show- 
ing evidence of having been. success- 
fully vaceinated within a safe period. 

All passengers from Great Falls, 
Montana, ticketed to points in the 
Northwest Territories should before 
leaving obiain from the local health 
officer a certificate to the effect that 
they have not been exposed to con- 
tagion. This may save delay and in- 
evnvenience.

EXPRESS TRAINS. 
The express train service on the C. 
& E. line will commence on Monday 
next, at which date the time on the 
main line will be changed to some- 
thing approximating that which pre- 
vailed before the Imperial Limited 
was put on. The Edmonton train 
will leave Calgary at 8 a. m. on Mon- | 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays end 
reach Edmonton at5 p.m. Return- 
ing it will leave Edmonton ai 8 a. m. 
and reach Calgary at 6 p. m. on Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday. Be- 
sides, a mixed train will leave Calgary 
on Saturday morning for Edmonton, 
and return on Monday morning. This 
will give a train each way on four 
days of the week, and will be a great 
accommodation to the travelling and 
business public. At present the trains 
leave Calgary at 9a. m., and reach 
Edmoston at any time from 8 to 12 
p. mw. This is a long and slow ride. 
The inconvenience of arriving at such 
a late and uncertain hour aggravates 
the case very seriously for the travel- 
ler, while the local business man is as 
badly off not getting his letters until 
next morning. Urder the new 
arrangement there will be a pleasant 
run at a fair and safe rate of speed. 
No delays at points along the line 
except half an hour at Red Deer for 
dinner, and an early and certain 
arrival in Edmonton. Plenty of time 
to reach town before supper, and even 
do some business, and for an early 
delivery of mail. Commercial travel- 
lers, who have certainly not been 
lacking in their attention to the town, 
may be expected in still larger num- 
bers when they can come in one even- 
ing, do business and go out next 
morning. And if it were summer 
there is no doubt that a large tourist 
travel would be developed, The 
accommodation train will be of ad- 
vantage chiefly in moving between 
points along the line, but it might be 
of more business advantage in this 
way if it ran on other days of the 
week than Saturday and Monday. 
The concession of this improved train 
service is a most satisfactory recogni- 
tion of the growing importance of 
Edmonton, and will do a great deal 
to help that growth and importance. 
The fourth train should be accompan- 
ied by a corresponding increase in the 
number of mails. A board of trade 
reminder to the post oflice department 
would be in order as soon as the trains 


begin to run,

MICA ON THE FINLAY. 

I'v. Nichois, J. B. Lynn and E. 
Place, arrived from Fort Graham, Fin- 
lay river on Wednesday Sept. 22, bringing 
some excellent samples of mica, from a 
claim taken by the Dr. in the range of 
mountains about 22 miles west of the 
Kinlay and a few miles north of Gra- 
ham. The mica is of particularly fine 
quality. Some of the sheets will 
easily square six by eight inches. The 
texture is strong ani compact and 
tlexible, only a faint trace of brownish 
color in it. All who have examined 
the samples left by the Dr. at the 
Scverin office agree that it is of ex- 
cellent quality. Before leaving Graham 
Dr. Nichols shipped out five tons of 
the mica by H. B. transport to Ash- 
croft, E. C., paying 8 cents a pound. 
The route is that followed by Messrs, 
Carey & Cust when they first discover- 
ed goid on Peace river and traded there 
in the 60’s. Going south itis by row 
boat from Fort Graham, down the 
Finlay and up the Pazsnip to McLeod’s 
lake. Thence either by pack trail to 
Quesnelle via Stewart lake, or by boat 
up the waters which flow into McLeod 
lake to the Giscombe portage of nine 
miles which leads to the Fraser at its 
most northerly point. From there by 
beat down the Fraser to Quesnelle and 
by wagon from there to Ashcroft. Dr. 
Nichols considers the route by way of 
Edmonton more feasible, as there is 
down stream navigation to Peace Rive: 
Crossing and then team and boat still 
down stream to Edmonton. No pack- 
ing and no 1p stream navigation, as on 
the Ashcroft route. But the H. B. 
Co. transport which had brought sup- 
plies to Graham and was going back 
light was able to offer more favorable 
terms than he could expect by way of 
Edmonton when he had not an outfit 
of his own and no other outfit was go- 
ing that way. The H. B. post at 
Graham is supplied entirely from the 
other side of the mountains. For the 
proper development f the route from 
Edmonton however, steamers are need- 


low the Rocky mountain portage. 


Dr. Nichols is an excellent traveller. 
He left Edmonton in March of '98 
bound for the Yukon, and returned 
‘from Fort Graham in the summer. 
Outfitted again and struck out on horse 
back with only one companion, 
travelled beyond Graham to the mica 
location and came back to Edmonton 
in December. Returned to his home 
in Huntington, Indiana, and was at 
Edmonton again in February. Out- 
fitted with double teams and sleighs 
and reached St. John on Peace river 
on the ice. Packed from St. John to 
Graham, leaving St. John on June Ist, 
and reaching Graham on July 7th, 
crossing the Rocky mountains by the 
Laurier Pass. The H. B. Co. spring 
supplies had not arrived when he reach- 
ed Graham and the post was nearly 
out of food. He supplied them with 
enough to last until the boat came 
when it was returned to him. Out of 
300 horses which were at Graham in 
the fall only 18 lived until spring. 
Enough hay had not been provided, and 
they could not paw their feed on ac- 
count of the depth of snow. Only 
three of the parties of miners wiuter- 
ing there were able to go on to Sylvest- 
er’s Landing in the spring. The others 
returned down the Finlay by boat. 
Some went out by Ashcroft, some by 
Edmonton and eight or ten remained 
on the Peace washing on the bar be- 
low Fort St. John, making only about 
$10 a week. Two men, Jensen and 


ed on the Peace river, above and be- 


| Ogilvie were prospecting up the Indi- 


anica, but would be down in the fall. 
Otherwise the Finlay river was as 
destitute of people as before the rush. 
No deaths had occiarred at Graham, 
although there had been several cases 
of scurvy. Seven deaths in all were 
reported to have occured on Peace 
river, chiefly from scurvy. 

The past summer was very rainy in 
the mountains, making the streams 
high and the travelling difficult. In 
coming back the Dr. came down the 
Finlay and Peace by boat, sending 
seven horses across the pass to St. 
Johnin charge of Mr. Place, who 
made the trip from Graham to St. 
John in ten days. Dr. Nichols ex- 
pects to be back to Edmonton some- 
time in February next to go out to his 
mine again taking machinery and sup- 
plies for its better development. He 
is satisfied that he has a big end good 
thing. 


PEACE RIVER PASS. 


J. R. Peters, of Mattoon, IIl., who 
arrived recently from Peace river, 
spent the past summer in exploring in 
the Rocky range, on both sides of the 
Peace, and on the Omenica in the 
next range west. Mr. Peters and his 
partner took six loaded pack horses 
through the mountains, on the north 
side of Peace river. Several parties 
were together in the spring, and start- 
ed to cut outa trail from the head of 
Rocky Mountain portage through the 
range. They all gave up except Peters 
and his partner, Hinkle, before they 
reached the Parle Pas rapids. They 
went on and got through without mis- 
hap. The distance from Parle Pass 
rapids through the range, is about 25 
miles, without feed for horses. Of 
this distance 18 miles is pretty hard 
travelling, but only in two places had 
the packs to be unloaded, and half 
packs taken up by the horses. The 
route taken is back in the hills from 
the river, as in this stretch travelling 
along the river is impossible. This is 
important information. If it is pos- 
sible to get even a pack trail through 
the range in the valley of the Peace, it 
opens up a direct route to the Omenica 
mines. The Laurier pass is consider- 
ably further north aad being direct for 
Fort Graham, would be much out of the 
way in going to the Omenica diggings 
on Manson creek, where a very con- 
siderable development in the way of 
hydraulicing is now in progress. Of 
course the Peace river is quite navi- 
gable right through the mountains, 
but it is important to have a trail over 
which horses can be packed or cattle 
driven as well.
